Gne  Fublic  Health  Inspector  left  after  a short  period  on 
the  staff,  but  I am  pleased  to  record  that  we  appointed  two  additional 
public  health  inspectors  to  bring  us  to  our  full  establishment.  After 
the  bleak  staff  situation  that  has  existed  in  the  department  over  a 
considerable  period  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  we  can  look  forward  to 
having  all  aspects  of  our  work  covered  adequately,  A change  was  made 
in  the  course  for  pupil  public  health  inspectors.  Instead  of  attending 
College  for  2 days  each  week,  the  pupils  now  have  a block  release  and 
attend  for  6 weeks  in  each  term.  We  also  appointed  an  additional  pupil 
during  the  year. 

I wish  to  thank  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department  for  their 
loyalty  and  support  during  the  year  and  also  the  Officers  and  Staff  of 
other  Departments,  and  the  members  of  the  Council  for  their  co-operation.

This  pool  has  been  operating  since  1961  and  has  the  following 
dimensions:  110  ft.  long,  40  ft.  wide,  3 ft.  6 ins.  to  lift.  6 ins. 
deep.  There  is  a smaller  pool  used  by  children  40  ft.  long,  12ft.  wide 
and  2 ft.  6 ins.  to  4 ft.  deep.  The  total  capacity  is  203,000  gallons 
and  the  pods  are  drained  annually  and  refilled  from  the  domestic  mains 
^ supply.  Filtration  is  by  one  horizontal  pressure  filter  x/hich  has  a 

capacity  of  250  gallons  per  sq.  ft.  per  hour.  This  results  in  40,000 
gallons  being  filtered  per  hour  so  that  the  turnover  time  is  4%  hours. 
The  water  is  cholorinated  by  the  "breakpoint"  method  and  this  is  rigidly 
controlled  by  frequent  sampling  taken  throughout  each  day.  Results  of 
water  analyses  are  consistently  good.  There  are  a footbath  and  showers 
for  males  and  females  with  36  male  and  27  female  changing  cubicles. 
Safety  provisions  include  one  minuteman  resuscitation  apparatus,  one 
lifesaving  pole  20  feet  long  and  two  direct  Brooks'  airway  tubes.  Two 
qualified  lifesavers  are  on  duty  at  all  times.  The  building  also 
contains  public  baths  and  a sauna  bath.

Complete  inspection  is  maintained  and  one  or  ether  of  your  Bub lie 
Health  Inspectors  is  engaged  on  a full  tine  basis  on  this  work.  It 
will  be  appreciated  that  this  involves  evening  work,  as  well  as  Saturdays 
and  Bank  Holidays. 

Some  butchers  brought  their  own  animals  in  for  slaughter,  but  the 
majority  are  obtaining  their  supplies  from  wholesale  dealers.
